It is argued, in page 8 of the remark, that Takubo et al. and Barber do not teach or suggest the sprocket hole in the substrate. This 
argument is not convincing because the combinded device (Takubo et al. and Barber) shows the sprocket hole, which is formed in the 
substrate (Barber; column 6, lines 30-38) because it permits operations on the substrate to be properly resistered by reference to the 
sprocket holes. Additionally, Barber teaches the use of sprocket holes in the flexible substrate is conventional (column 6, lines 35-38).
